1. EMBASSY REQUESTS ON URGENT BASIS APPROPRIATE REPLY 
TO REQUEST BY FONMIN FOR "COURTESY" EXCHANGE OF 
RADIO FREQUENCY LISTS "AT DIPLOMATIC LEVEL." EMBASSY 
NOTED ITS RESERVATIONS BECAUSE OF TREATY (JURISDICTION) 
CONSIDERATIONS: E.G., GOP REGISTRATION OF RADIO FRE- 
QUENCIES USED IN CANAL ZONE IN ACCORDANCE WITH MONTREAUX 
CONVENTION WOULD BE EXTENSION OF PANAMANIAN SOVEREIGNTY 
TO CANAL ZONE. 

2. COMMENT: APPARENTLY, THERE HAS BEEN A BREAKDOWN 
IN COMMUNICATION AT THE TECHNICAL LEVEL BETWEEN GOP 
AND CANAL ZONE PERSONNEL SINCE DELIVERY OF EMBASSY 
NOTE NO. 120 OF JULY 12, 1973, IN WHICH EMBASSY INFORMED 
FONMIN OF EXCHANGE OF FREQUENCY LISTS "AT TECHINCAL 
LEVEL." CANAL ZONE AUTHORITIES WONDER IF BREAKDOWN 
MAY BE OWING TO INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN BY GOP AS RESULT OF 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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FAILURE TO RESPOND TO FONMIN NOTE. NO. DREU-261/1085 OF 
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AUGUST 8, 1973. COOPERATION AT TECHNICAL LEVEL 
INDISPENSABLE IN ORDER TO AVOID PROBLEMS IN ASSIGNMENT AND 
USE OF RADIO FREQUENCIES IN PANAMA AND CANAL ZONE.
